BOSTON  (GCN)  By  8  p.m., Tuesday, 
September  10.  1974,  Elaine  Noble  was 
headed  toward  her  own  piece  of  history. 

The  polls  had  closed,  and  as  return  results 
tallied  to  elect  Elaine,  she  had  carried  every 
precinct  of  her  district  (Suffolk  Six).  With 
Ms.  Noble  on  primary  night  were  friends, 
family,  and  a  joyfully  exhausted  campaign 
staff. 

Campaign  Manager  Ann  Maguire  said  that 
“In  terms  of  my  energy  output  and  mind 
commitment,  the  outcome  of  this  election 
makes  this  night  perhaps  one  of  the  happi¬ 
est  of  my  life.” 

The  post-primary  party  started  at  Noble 
headquarters,  as  Elaine's  place  on  the  Demo¬ 
cratic  ticket  became  reality.  Flowing  on  to 
the  street  and  eventually  to  Bob  White's 
1270,  campaign  workers  and  Noble  support¬ 
ers  celebrated. 

Among  her  strongest  supporters,  Elaine 
enjoyed  help  from  her  mother.  Mrs.  Noble 
flew  in  from  Pennsylvania  to  work  with 
the  campaign  during  the  days  before  the 
election.  Elaine’s  mother  volunteered  to 
person  the  polling  area  in  which  Elaine  had 
her  most  difficult  political  work.  When  Mrs. 
Noble  was  asked  how  she  turd  her  family 
responded  to  Elaine’s  open  gayness  and  to 
her  political  aspirations,  the  senior  Noble 


stated  that  Elaine's  life  was  her  own.  "I 
raised  her  'til  she  left  home,  when  she  was 
about  20  or  so:  from  then  she  has  been 
independent.  Elaine’s  brother  and  sister 
fine  it  [Elaine’s  national  notoriety)  some¬ 
times  hard.”  Referring  to  the  November 
election:  “as  Elaine  grows.  Dad  (Elaine’s 
father)  will  be  just  as  happy  as  I  am.”  Mrs. 
Noble's  personal  friends  have  been  support¬ 
ive  to  her.  voicing  concern  as  to  how  an 
unthinking  public  might  respond  to  the  fam¬ 
ily,  i.e..  obscene  phone  calls. 

Thanking  her  campaign  volunteers  (as 
her  mother  had  done  before  her).  Elaine 
stated  that  her  win  in  the  Suffolk  Six 
Democratic  Primary  was  “first,  a  victory 
for  the  neighborhood  and.  secondly,  for 
people's  rights.”  Ms.  Noble  added.  "1  deep¬ 
ly  appreciate  the  iremcndonswlTorts  of 
everyone  involved.  The  campaign  has  been 
a  strenuous  one  for  all  of  us.” 

Helene  Johnson  was  Elaine's  closest  com¬ 
petitor  for  the  Democratic  nomination  as 
State  Representative  How  does  Elaine  feel 
about  her?  "I  feel  pretty  good  about  her. 
now.  Hopefully,  we  can  work  together  on 
issues  where  we  agree.  Some  of  Helene’s 
people  have  called  to  congratulate  us.  I 
would  like  to  be  able  to  work  with  them, 
again,  on  issues  where  we  agree  particu¬ 
larly  for  the  good  of  the  neighborhood.” 


Referring  to  the  neighborhood.  Ann  Ma¬ 
guire  offered:  “I  believe  from  phone  calls 
and  from  their  physical  response  that  the 
neighborhood  people  understand  that  they 
will  have  a  real  voice  in  government.  The 
kind  of  voice  that  fixes  their  street  lamps, 
cleans  up  their  sidewalks,  that  helps  take 
care  of  them.  Elaine  js  only  a  representative 


an  extension-one  person  making  noise 
for  many.”  Ms.  Maguire  continued:  “We 
received  about  500  phone  calls  and  some 
interesting  telegrams.  One  man  called,  and 
very  nervously,  in  a  dry  voice,  asked  if 
Elaine  had  won.  I  said,  ‘Yes,  she  has;  she 
carried  every  precinct.’  There  was  a  long 
pause,  and  then  he  said,  ‘Thank  God.  at  last

Sponsor  Pulls  Out  -  ABC  Shaky

BOSTON  (GCN)- 

The  battle  against  ABC  chalked  up  a  big 
plus  for  gay  forces  when  a  major  advertiser 
on  “Marcus  Welby,  M.D.”  cancelled  its 
advertising  for  the  protested  show  “The 
Outrage.”  Warner  Lambert  Co.,  makers  of 
Listerine,  Dentyne  and  Trident  Gum,  with¬ 
drew  its  advertising  last  Thursday  after 
heavy  pressure  was  placed  on  it  by  the  Gay 
Activists  Alliance  (GAA)  in  New  York. 

The  ABC  Network  is  reported  to  be  very 
shaky  over  this  surprise  move  by  Warner 
Lambert  and  its  advertising  agency,  J.  Wal¬ 
ter  Thompson. 

The  National  Gay  Task  Force  has  re¬ 
leased  a  list  of  other  major  advertisers  of 
the  “Marcus  Welby,  M.D.”  program.  NGTF, 
along  with  Gay  Media  Action  and  other  gay 
organizations  around  the  country,  is  asking 
for  people  to  write  letters  to  advertisers  to 
encourage  them  not  to  buy  time  on  the 
Oct.  8  program,  “The  Outrage.” 

“The  Outrage”  deals  with  the  rape  of  a 
.  1 4-year-old  boy  by  his  male  science  teacher. 
The  episode  is  being  protested  by  the  Amer¬ 
ican  Federation  of  Teachers  and  the  Amer¬ 


ican  Psychiatric  Association,  along  with 
gay  groups  from  around  the  country. 

The  hope  of  gay  leaders  is  that  adver¬ 
tisers,  hearing  from  outraged  gay  people, 
will  withdraw  their  commercials  from  the 
particular  program  and  make  it  economi¬ 
cally  unfeasible  for  the  ABC  Network  to 
broadcast  it.  The  list  will  appear  at  the  end 
of  this  article. 

In  other  action,  it  has  been  reported  that 
ABC  Vice  President  in  Charge  of  Network 
Programming,  Anthony  Thomopoulos,  has 
ordered  that  no  promotional  work  be  done 
for  “The  Outrage.”  An  individual  program 
is  usually  promoted  in  short  network  fillers 
the  entire  week  before  it  airs.  While  Tho¬ 
mopoulos  has  not  said  anything  about  the 
episode,  it  is  hoped  that  the  “no  promo¬ 
tion”  order  was  made  to  give  ABC  a  clean 
“out”  at  the  last  minute  if  the  show  is 
scrapped.  Gay  Media  Action  has  learned 
that  the  entire  “Marcus  Welby”  scries  is 
behind  schedule  in  production  and  is  strain¬ 
ing  to  make  deadlines  for  broadcast.  If  “The 
Outrage”  is  cancelled,  it  is  believed  the 
series  will  not  have  a  new  program  ready 
to  replace  it.  Elowever,  Thomopoulos  may 


be  planning  a  last  minute  “network  spe¬ 
cial”  to  preempt  the  show,  hoping  to  sched¬ 
ule  it  in  a  few  months  after  gay  furor  has 
died  down.  However,  Gay  Media  Action, 
National  Gay  Task  Force  and  gay  people 
around  the  country  will  continue  to  work 
to  stop  the  show  from  airing.

Gay  Health  Night  at  the  Fenway  Com¬ 
munity  Health  Center,  co-sponsored  by  the 
Homophile  Community  Health  Services, 
has  been  a  very  successful  program  since  it 
was  instituted  back  in  May  .of  this  year.

Rev.  Nancy  Wilson  and  Rev.  Heather 
Anderson  of  the  Metropolitan  Community 
Church  are  leaving  the  Boston  church  and 
relocating  in  Worcester,  Mass.,  in  order  to 
take  over  the  officially  recognized  Worces¬ 
ter  Study  Group: 

The  Worcester  Study  Group  was  started 
approximately  four  months  ago  by  Rev. 
Anderson  with  a  small  but  strong  core 
group  of  eight  people.  Since  that  time  tire 
group  has  grown  to  some  20  people.  Rev. 

Anderson  has  been  commuting  to  Wor¬ 
cester  a  few  times  a  week  but  she  feels  this  is 
not  sufficient  when  a  new  church  is  in  the 
process  of  being  born.  Therefore.  Rev. 
Anderson  and  Rev.  Wilson,  who  arc  spouses, 
will  embark  on  their  first  team  ministry 
with  the  hopes  of  nurturing  this  study  group 
to  becoming  the  Metropolitan  Community 
Church  of  Worcester.

Having  initiated  the  Worcester  Study  Group, 
she  was  officially  titled  Worship  Coordin¬ 
ator  of  the  group  at  the  General  Conter- 
ence. 

Rev.  Wilson’s  and  Rev.  Anderson’s 
dream  of  Worcester  becoming  a  new  Metro¬ 
politan  Community  Church  is  on  its  way 
to  becoming  a  reality. 


engagements,  reached  1600  people  by  per¬ 
sonal  contact  (besides  thousands  more  on 
radio  and  television),  and  brought  about 
$840  into  the  gay  movement.  The  typical 
format  is  a  group  of  several  dozen  people, 
an  opening  statement  by  the  speakers,  fol¬ 
lowed  by  questions  and  discussion. 

“Because  you  are  homosexual,  you  are 
an  expert,”  emphasizes  the  coordinator  of 
the  Gay  Speakers’  Bureau,  Geri  Bidwell. 
“People  usually  go  along  first  as  an  observ¬ 
er,  but  often  find  themselves  itching  to  par¬ 
ticipate  even  the  first  time.  We  try  to  match 
the  speaker  with  his  or  her  interests  in 
groups,  and  in  terms  of  time,  we  take  what¬ 
ever  a  volunteer  is  willing  to  offer,  from 
going  once  a  week  to  once  every  few 
months.”  The  bureau  always  sends  at  least 
one  woman  and  one  man  to  each  engage¬ 
ment.  '

I  feel  free.”  And  that,  Ann  finished,  “is 
what  it’s  all  about.” 

From  national  response  already  received, 
the  word  of  “what  it’s  all  about”  is  going 
to  get  around.  In  their  telegram,  MS  Maga¬ 
zine  said:  “Through  your  courage  you  have 
broken  another  barrier  for  women.  Thank 
you  from  everybody  at  MS.”  From  the  Na¬ 
tional  Gay  Task  Force:  “Congratulations 
and  love  from  all  at  the  National  Gay  Task 
Force.”  In  his  cable,  Maynard  Jackson, 
Mayor,  city  of  Atlanta:  “Congratulations 
on  your  victory  tonight.  [It]  is  a  significant 
step,  both  for  women’s  rights  and  human 
rights.” 

Elaine  understands  the  human  significance 
of  her  campaign  and  the  national  publicity 
approaching  with  November.  She  places 
immediate  importance,  however,  on  pro¬ 
curing  food  stamps  for  Mr.  S.  (an  elderly 
neighborhood  gentleman).  She  is  working 
with  the  City-Wide  Educational  Coalition 
in  order  “to  do  whatever  we  can  to  help 
insure  that  the  school  busing  program  pro¬ 
ceeds  on  a  calm  and  safe  level.”  Elaine’s 
latest  message  to  those  who  are  working 
with  her  is  to  “not  forget  that  there  is  still 
a  lot  of  work  to  do.”

BOSTON  (GCN)-On  Sept.  11,  Elaine 
Noble  won  the  nomination  for  State  Repre¬ 
sentative  of  the  Sixth  Suffolk  District  with 
a  60%  majority'  in  each  precinct  over  the 
four  other  candidates  running. 

In  a  post-primary  interview  Ms.  Noble 
told  GCN,  “I  think  the  biggest  thing  about 
this  election  is  that  people  had  to  think 
through  a  lot  of  questions  about  sexism  and 
racism.” 

One  of  the  things  which  Elaine  says  that 
she  has  really  worked  for  is  that  Plan  3  (for 
busing)  is  successfully  passed;  and  addition¬ 
ally  commented  on  the  fact  that  Boston 
might  be  one  of  the  most  racist  cities  in  the 
country.  Her  district  is  not  one  that  would 
be  very  largely  affected  by  this  issue,  but 
she  feels  that  on  other  levels  that  it  is  one 
important  enough  to  direct  a  lot  of  atten¬ 
tion  to. 

Ms.  Noble  volunteered  the  statement, 
“The  real  story  is  not  that  I  may  be  the 
first  gay  to  win  a  primary;  but  Em  the  first 
one  to  have  admitted  it.”  There  are  a  lot 
of  gays,  more  men  than  women  (as  how 
many  women  are  there  in  the  legislature), 
who  serve  on  city  and  state  levels,  but  have 
not  come  out  (for  obvious  reasons). 

“It  is  a  victory  for  people  who  are  over 
80  and  Spanish-speaking  people  who  really 


thought  through  the  issues  I  was  running 
on  and  decided  I  was  the  best-qualified 
candidate  for  the  job.” 

In  response  to  a  question  on  what  kind 
of  support  she  had  received  from  the  Wo¬ 
men’s  Movement,  Ms.  Noble  replied,  “I 
have  gotten  some  good,  positive  support 
from  women  in  the  movement.  There  are  a 
lot  of  women  in  the  movement  who  might 
see  running  in  politics  as  something  not  to 
do,  but  until  I  see  a  large  socialist  revolt 
coming  down  the  street  or  another  alterna¬ 
tive  to  what  we  have  ...  To  me  it’s  easy 
enough  to  try  and  build  coalitions  on  the 
outside,  but  you  also  need  people  on  the 
inside  to  work  with  you.” 

There  were  some  advantages  in  Ms.  No¬ 
ble’s  mind  to  working  through  the  Demo¬ 
cratic  party  rather  than  running  as  an  Inde¬ 
pendent,  not  necessarily  monetary.  Her  allo¬ 
cation  from  the  Democratic  Party  as  a  con¬ 
tribution  towards  campaign  funds  for  the 
upcoming  election  will  be  approximately 
$200-$300.  She  was  apprised  that  this  allo¬ 
cation  might  be  made  only  after  winning 
the  primary,  and  had  not  been  promised  any 
support  from  the  party  until  that  time.  The 
advantage  really  seems  to  lie  in  access  to 
other  party  members  from  whom  a  repre¬ 
sentative  must  have  support  on  legislative 
issues.

ELECTIONS  ENCOURAGING  TO  GAYS

Local  gays  can  take  pardonable  pride  in 
the  results  of  the  Sept.  10  primary  elections, 
in  View  of  the  fact  that  almost  every  pro¬ 
gay  or  gay-supported  candidate  for  public 
office  emerged  victorious,  and  that  a  con¬ 
siderable  number  of  anti-gay  political 
Neanderthals  were  ousted  from  the  Legis¬ 
lature  by  fresh  political  faces. 

Michael  Dukakis  handily  beat  Atty.  Gen. 
Robert  Quinn  by  over  a  3-2  margin.  Quinn’s 
attempted  smear  campaign  against  Dukakis 
for  his  liberal  views  on  abortion,  school 
integration,  and  gay  rights  did  not  work. 
This  is  particularly  true  in  such  areas  as 
Dorchester  and  South  Boston,  where  the 
issue  of  busing  was  considered  a  liability  to 
Dukakis.  Quinn  had  expected  to  carry  the 
city  of  Boston  by  about  2  to  1  (and  to  have 
carried  his  home  wards  by  5  to  1)  in  order 
to  win  the  Democratic  nomination  for 
Governor,  but  Dukakis  held  his  own  in  al¬ 
most  every  ward  in  the  city,  and  lost  Bos¬ 
ton  to  Quinn  by  a  meager  5000  votes. 

State  Rep.  Paul  Guzzi  (D-Newton) 


scored  an  upset  victory  over  Secretary  of 
State  and  Quinn-protege  John  F.  X.  Da- 
voren.  Although  he  was  relatively  unknown 
and  had  little  money,  Guzzi  toppled  Da- 
voren  by  about  5  to  1  across  the  state.  The 
Guzzi  victory  is  due  in  large  part  to  the 
efforts  of  the  Boston  Globe  against  Da- 
voren,  as  well  as  the  bevy  of  liberal  activists 
led  by  Rep.  Barney  Frank  (D-Back  Bay), 
CPPAX,  and  the  gay  community  on  behalf 
of  Guzzi. 

In  the  Democratic  contest  for  State 
Treasurer,  incumbent  Robert  Q.  Crane 
barely  squeaked  by  challenger  Mark  Fur- 
colo  of  Cambridge.  The  closeness  ol  this 
contest  indicates  that  Crane  is  very  vulner-  # 
able,  and  will  probably  be  the  next  and 
last  of  the  “old  regime”  to  go. 

For  Attorney  General,  former  Lt.  Gov. 
Frank  Bellotti  defeated  his  five  opponents 
on  the  Democratic  side  handily,  as  expected. 
Anti-gay  Bellotti  will  be  opposed  in  Novem¬ 
ber  by  liberal  Republican  Josiah  Spaulding, 
who  has  stated  that  he  supports  repeal  of 
the  state’s  sodomy  laws.  Although  Massa¬ 
chusetts  is  a  very^Democratic-oriented 


state,  Spaulding  is  given  a  good  chance  be¬ 
cause  there  is  a  considerable  amount  of  anti- 
Bcllotti  sentiment  in  the  state.  Other  Re¬ 
publicans,  such  as  Edward  W.  Brooke  and 
Elliot  Richardson,  have  occupied  the  Attor¬ 
ney  General’s  office  during  the  last  decade. 

Locally,  of  course.  Elaine  Noble  won  the 
Democratic  nomination  for  State  Repre¬ 
sentative  in  the  Sixth  Suffolk  District,  edg¬ 
ing  out  Helene  Johnson,  her  nearest  oppon¬ 
ent,  by  590-415.  Noble’s  victory  may  be  a 
national  first,  and  although  there  is  an  inde¬ 
pendent  candidate  for  the  office  in  Novem¬ 
ber,  most  observers  feel  that  her  nomina¬ 
tion  is  tantamount  to  election. 

In  other  local  contests,  there  were  even 
more  upsets.  Senator  George  Mendoca  of 
New  Bedford  was  defeated  by  progressive 
former  Mayor  George  Rogers.  In  Boston, 
75-year-old  Rep.  William  A.  Carey  (D-Mis- 
sion  Hill),  who  is  held  responsible  for  the 
defeat  of  the  gay  anti-discrimination  legis¬ 
lation  at  the  State  House  this  year,  was 
knocked  off  by  newcomer  Kevin  Fitzgerald. 
In  the  East  Boston-Cambridge-Charlestown 
Senatorial  District,  freshman  Senator  Mike 
LoPrcsti  Jr.  trounced  upon  Rep.  George 
Di Lorenzo  (D-East  Boston)  by  almost  a 
4  to  1  margin,  despite  some  indications 
that  DiLprcnzo’s  smear  tactics  against  Lo- 
Presti  were  working. 

A  very  special  victory  was  won  in  West 
Roxbury,  where  incumbent  Rep.  Charles 
R.  Doyle  lost  the  Democratic  nomination 
to  former  Rep.  Frank  Coppinger.  This  is 
especially  important  because  Rep.  Louis 
Lc Blanc  (D-New  Bedford),  chairman  of 
the  House  Judiciary  Committee  (which 
has  charge  of  the  sodomy-laws  repeal  legis¬ 
lation)  did  not  seek  re-election  this  year, 
and  Doyle  was  next  in  line  to  the  chairman¬ 
ship.  Doyle  has  been  a  vicious  and  vocifer¬ 
ous  opponent  of  Rep.  Barney  Frank,  and 
has  on  several  occasions  personally  insulted 
him  on  the  floor  ot  the  Hosue.  Doyle  s  loss 
means  that  the  chairmanship  of  the  Judi¬ 
ciary  Committee  is  heading  toward  Rep. 
David  J.  Mofenson  (D-Newton),  a  strong 
supporter  of  gay  rights  legislation  with 
100%  favorable  voting  records  from  both 
ADA  and  the  Civil  Liberties  Union.  As 
head  of  that  committee,  Mofenson  will  be 
able  to  help  steer  the  sodomy-law  repeal 
through  the  legislature.  . 


In  Charlestown,  youthful  Dennis  Kear¬ 
ney  will  replace  retiring  Rep.  Anthony  J. 
Scalli.  Kearney  was  the  only  candidate  in 

the  four-way  race  who  had  indicated  some 
support  of  the  gay  issue. 

Another  upset  occurred  in  Springfield, 
where  incumbent  Rep.  James  "Red”  Bow¬ 
ler  lost  to  Sean  Cahillane.  Bowler,  a  very 
anti-gay  senior  member  of  the  Commerce 
and  Labor  Committee  (which  hears  testi¬ 
mony  on  gay  anti-discrimination  legisla¬ 
tion)  worked  hard  to  defeat  gay  legislation 
this  year.  Cahillane  has  stated  that  he  will 
work  for  the  legislation. 

The  fear  that  many  state  legislators  had 
of  losing  re-election  if  they  supported  gay 
rights  legislation  was  just  unfounded.  In 
fact,  out  of  the  79  Representatives  who  did 
support  the  gay  bills,  several  dozen  had  no 
opposition  whatsoever  on  Tuesday,  and  will 
have  none  in  November.  Another  good  sign 
is  that  Democratic  Rep.  Laurence  R.  Bux- 
baum  has  no  opposition  in  either  election 
also.  Buxbaum  not  only  voted  for  gay  legis¬ 
lation,  but  actually  sponsored  it.  The  fact 
that  he  has  no  opposition  is  important, 
since  he  represents  a  suburban  constituency 
(Foxboro-Sharon),  predominantly  straight. 

On  Tuesday  night,  Buxbaum  and  this 
reporter  commented  at  Dukakis  headquar¬ 
ters  that  perhaps  the  best  way  for  incum¬ 
bent  legislators  to  have  free  rides  in  election 
years  is  to  file  gay  rights  bills. 

A  general  conclusion  that  can  be  drawn 
from  Tuesday’s  elections  is  that  the  ‘  The¬ 
ory  of  Delivery”  can  be  considerably  dis¬ 
counted.  Best  exemplifying  this  would  be 
the  election  results  in  the  city  of  Revere. 
Here,  Revere’s  Mayor  Reinstein,  Senator 
DiCarlo,  and  Reps.  Francis  Doris  and  Butch 
Cataldo  were  all  working  for  Quinn  lor  Gov¬ 
ernor.  Dukakis,  however,  carried  the  city. 
The  “old  forces”  just  couldn’t  bring  out  the 
votes  for  someone  else  that  they  had  for 
themselves.  Rumor  in  Revere,  as  a  matter 
of  fact,  has  it  that  Senator  DiCarlo  is  very 
worried  about  what  will  happen  to  him  at 
the  next  state  election  in  two  years. 

The  people  have  spoken.  “Ring  out  the 
old  and  ring  in  the  new!”  can  now  be  pro¬ 
claimed  on  Election  Day  as  well  as  New 
‘  Years  Day.

the  election 


On  Tuesday,  Sept.  10,  it  was  readily  ap¬ 
parent  that  the  gay  community  had  made 
significant  inroads  into  the  political  sys¬ 
tem,  judging  by  the  results  of  the  primary 
elections  in  Massachusetts. 

First  and  foremost,  Elaine  Noble,  “one 
of  our  own,”  was  nominated  for  State  Rep¬ 
resentative  in  Boston.  Although  this  was 
not  a  surprise,  due  to  the  general  demog¬ 
raphy  of  the  Sixth  Suffolk  District,  her 
election  is  a  great  tribute  to  the  work  of 
Elaine  and  her  diligent  committee. 

More  significant,  though,  was  the  nom¬ 
ination  of  Rep.  Paul  Guzzi  of  Newton  for 
the  office  of  Secretary  of  State.  Guzzi  had 
won  the  Mass.  Caucus  endorsement  with  a 
great  deal  of  help  from  the  gay  community 
and  Rep.  Barney  Frank,  and  the  “gay  sup¬ 
port”  to  Guzzi  meant  as  much  as  the  “labor 
support”  to  the  loser,  Mr.  Davoren.  The 
standard-bearers  at  the  State  House  were 
shocked  by  Davoren’s  loss,  and  are  now  be¬ 
ginning  to  take  a  second  look  at  the  type 
of  support  which  the  gay  community  can 
offer  a  candidate. 

The  nomination  of  Michael  Dukakis  for 
Governor  was  a  general  reflection  of  the 
political  mood  of  the  state’s  voters,  le., 


they  are  just  fed  up  with  the  same  old  faces, 
and  they  were  just  not  influenced  by  Attor¬ 
ney  General  Quinn’s  pre-election  smear 
tactics  against  Dukakis  for  his  liberal 
stances  on  abortion  and  school  integration. 
The  fact  that  Dukakis  won  was  not  half  as 
surprising  as  the  margin  that  he  won  by- 
over  3  to  2-and  he  won  the  heavily  gay 
Back  Bay-Beacon  Hill  area  by  over  a  5  to  1 
margin. 

Additionally,  the  ousting  of  a  number 
of  veteran,  anti-gay  incumbents  by  young, 
liberals  also  indicates  that  starting  this 
year,  supporting  gay  rights  in  politics  is  not 
going  to  be  half  the  liability  some  politicians 
thought  is  would  be.  The  fact  that  Rep. 
Laurence  Buxbaunr  (D-Sharon)  could  ac¬ 
tually  sponsor  all  of  the  gay  rights  legisla¬ 
tion  this  year,  and  have  no  opposition  in 
either  election  is  just  plain  amazing,  con-  ^ 
sidering  his  moderate,  suburban  constitu¬ 
ency,  quite  unlike  that  of  Rep.  Barney 
Frank’s  Back  Bay. 

Gay  people  have  made  their  mark,  and. 
the  winners-and  the  losers— know  it.  The 
theory  of  “Future  Shock”  may  be  work- 
ing-we  can  only  keep  getting  stronger,  and 
sooner  than  we  thought,  if  we  keep  work¬ 
ing  at  it.

JUST  AROUND  THE  CORNER: 
Neighborhood  Health  Centers

Boston  is  known  as  a  city  of  neighbor¬ 
hoods.  Chances  are,  within  each  neighbor¬ 
hood  exists  a  community  health  clinic. 
These  clinics,  at  minimum,  offer  health  care 
4x6 some  kind  to  people  who  might. other¬ 
wise  do  without.  At  their  best,  neighbor¬ 
hood  clinics  represent  the  possibility  for 
people  within  a  specific  community  to  con¬ 
trol  their  own  health  care.  If  community 
clinics  are  run  by  and  for  people  of  the 
community  in  which  they  are  situated  they 
can  become  a  dignified,  inexpensive  and 
high-quality  option  to  private  medical  care. 
Many  neighborhood  clinics  as  they  now 
exist  are  not  such  good  options.  There  are 
exceptions  to  this,  of  course,  and  people 
within  a  community  have  the  responsibility 
to  try  and  shape  their  health  center  to  meet 
their  needs. 

Most  neighborhood  clinics  in  Boston  of¬ 
fer  routine  gynecological  care.  Some  have 
a  special  time  for  pelvic  exams,  others  offer 
GYN  care  as  a  routine  part  of  their  medical 
day.  However,  the  usual  assumption  in 
GYN  care  is  that  the  woman  is  also  inter¬ 
ested  in  birth  control/family-planning  in¬ 
formation.  Depending  upon  the  neighbor¬ 
hood,  the  clinic,  and  the  individual  health 
care  worker,  birth  control  methods  may  be 
offered,  pushed  or  shoved  at  a  patient. 

It  is  generally  up  to  each  of  us  to  make 
the  health  care  workers  aware  that  there 
are  gays  within  each  (and  all)  of  Boston's 
neighborhoods;  and  that  the  neighborhood 
clinic  has  the  responsibility  to  be  sensitive 
to  and  aware  of  lesbians’  and  homosexu¬ 
als'  health  care  needs. 

Most  clinics  have  some  restrictions  on 
who  they  serve.  To  find  out  which  one  is 
closest  to  you,  or  offers  the  services  you 
need,  the  Women’s  Yellow  Pages,  put  out 
by  the  Boston  Women's  Collective  Inc., 
might  be  a  good  resource  It’s  available  at 
many  bookstores,  particularly  in  the  Bos¬ 
ton  and  Cambridge  areas.  Within  their 


health  section  is  an  up-to-date  and  fairly 
complete  index  of  the  neighborhood  health 
centers  in  Greater  Boston. 

In  addition  to  keeping  in  mind  the  fact 
that  a  visit  to  a  clinic  as  an  open  lesbian  or 
homosexual  may  be  an  educational  expe¬ 
rience  for  all  involved,  it  is  also  important 
to  remember  the  general  financial  state  of 
most  neighborhood  dines.  Fees  vary,  as 
well  as  method  of  fee  collection.  Most 
operate  on  the  proverbial  “shoestring."  Fa¬ 
cilities  may  not  be  as  plush  as  those  of  a 
private  doctor’s  office,  but  wood  paneling 
and  thick  carpeting  do  not  good  medical 
care  make.  The  important  thing  is  not  to 
rip  off  our  health  centers;  if  you  are  unable 
to  pay,  most  clinics  will  still  serve  you.  If 
you  can  pay,  however,  do  so.  Donations  are 
needed  and  welcome.  If  you  believe  that 
medical  care  is  a  right  and  not  the  privilege 
it  has  too  often  been  considered,  financial 
support  of  your  community  health  center 
is  a  visible  way  to  show  that  belief. 

AN  EXAMPLE: 

The  Fenway  Community  Health  Center 

The  Fenway  Community  Health  Center 
is  an  excellent  example  of  community  health 
care  for  and  by  community  residents.  Their 
philosophy  is  stated  in  their  brochure: 

“The  Fenway  Community  Health  Center 
was  established  to  provide  health  care  to 


the  residents  of  the  Fenway  area  and  to  be 
responsive  to  the  health  needs  of  the  com¬ 
munity.  The  FCHC  staff  and  board  feel 
that  in  order  to  deliver  comprehensive 
health  care,  it  is  important  to  treat  the 
whole  person:  his  or  her  mental,  as  well  as 
physical  health,  within  the  environment. 
Prevention  and  education  are  as  important 
as  providing  medical  care  at  the  time  of 
need.’’ 

Fenway  Community  Health  Center  of¬ 
fers  many  types  of  medical  services  includ¬ 
ing  adult  medicine,  pediatrics,  counseling 
and  therapy,  and  dermatology.  Of  particu¬ 
lar  importance  to  this  article  is  the  gyne¬ 
cological  care  offered  (through  their  Wo¬ 
men's  Health  Night)  and  their  sensitivity  to 
the  needs  of  gay  people  (in  their  Gay  Health 
Night ). 

Tuesday  is  Women's  Health  flight  at 
FCHC',  coordinated  by  the  Women’s  Health 
Collective:  and  it  is  they  that  determine 
every  policy  and  type  of  treatment  that  is 
offered.  They  place  a  high  emphasis  on 
information-sharing  and  patient  participa¬ 
tion  in  their  health  care.  Each  patient  is  met 
by  a  counselor  who  takes  a  thorough  medi¬ 
cal  history,  explains  what  services  and  tests 
are  available,  and  determines  exactly  what 
the  patient  needs  and  wants.  The  counselor 
remains  with  the  patient  throughout  the 
lab  testing  (where  explanations  are  routine¬ 


ly  given  of  each  test  done)  and  the  actual 
exam.  The  counselor,  patient  and  health 
care  worker  (doctor  or  nurse.-practitioner) 
work  together  to  insure  quality  and  com¬ 
fortable  medical  care. 

The  fee  for  a  routine  GYN  exam  (includ¬ 
ing  counseling,  lab  work  and  tests)  is  $5.00, 
but  if  a  client  has  no  money  they  need  not 
pay.  Because  of  the  great  demand  for  good 
GYN  care.  Women’s  Health  Night  is  re¬ 
stricted  to  women  who  live  in  the  Fenway 
area.  Exceptions  are  made  for  women  who 
have  gotten  bad  medical  care  elsewhere,  or 
who  specially  request  the  kind  of  care  avail¬ 
able  at  the  Fenway  Community  Health 
Center.  If  a  second  Women’s  Health  Night 


is  instituted  there  might  be  time  and  space 
available  for  women  who  live  outside  the 
Fenway.  For  now,  women  outside  the  Fen¬ 
way  are  usually  referred  to  clinics  within

November  29,  1970.  When  I  love  a  woman 
or  am  turned  on  by  a  woman  I  want  to  be 
that  woman;  it’s  everything  about  her  that 
is  perfect,  successful  and  different  from  me 
that  I  love  and  want  to  be  or  at  least  be 
near. 

I  used  to  think  women’s  bodies  weren’t 
beautiful.  1  always  wanted  to  be  a  man  in 
general,  never  to  be  specific  men  I  loved  but 
only  to  be  with  them,  near  them,  loved  and 
touched  by  them.  With  women  I  want  to 
talk  and  laugh  and  be  intimate.  With  men 
it’s  always  been  physical  intimacy  but 
rarely  mental  rapport.  Men  don’t  know 
how  women  feel,  they  don’t  have  similar 
experiences,  so  how  can  they  empathize? 
But  no  woman  has  ever  excited  me  physi¬ 
cally  as  particular  men  have  done.  I  was 
mesmerized  by  A.  in  the  beginning.  And  S. 
In  both  cases  I  wanted  to  be  like  those  wo¬ 
men.  E.  didn’t  turn  me  on  but  I  adored  her 
face.  Again,  I  wanted  to  be  like  her.  It 
seems  that  all  my  life  I’ve  wanted  to  be 
someone  else,  never  to  be  a  better  more  ef¬ 
fective  me,  but  to  be  not  me  at  all.  Or  to 
be  me  but  look  like  someone  else.  The  fe¬ 
male  image.  We  are  how  we  look.  I  never 
ever  believed  my  grandmother’s  admoni¬ 
tion,  “Pretty  is  as  pretty  does.”  I  felt  that 
to  be  pretty  was  to  be. 

December  1.  1970.  It  isn’t  true  that  E.  has 
no  sexual  attraction  for  me.  When  1  wrote 
that  1  was  hiding  tilings  from  myself.  One 
thing  specifically  that  I  chose  not  to  write 
about  or  had  forgotten  was  the  erotic 
dreams  that  I  had  about  E.  Now  when  1 
think  ol  it.  I  recall  that  there  were  others, 
about  other  women.  What  1  recall  in  my 
effort  to  repress  them  successful  it  was 
Also,  there  were  erotic  dreams  about  my 
brother  from  which  I  would  awake  and 
immediately  banish. 

December  2.  1970.  Are  men  as  self-consci¬ 
ous  about  'heir  physical  appearance  as  wo¬ 
men?  Women  have  been  taught  that  they 
are  nothing  if  not  beautiful.  This  was  talked 
about  at  the  meeting  the  other  night.  All 
women  seem  to  teel  it.  Even  beautifuLones. 
E.,  despite  her  extraordinary  beauty,  feels 
worthless.  1  don’t  know  il  I  would  get  over 
it  in  relationships  with  women.  I  continue 
to  look  at  women  in  practically  the  same 
way  as  before.  I  judge  myself  and  others  by 
those  standards  ot  beauty  that  have  been 
set  by  males  in  Western  culture.  When  I  say 
someone  is  beautiful  it  is  still  usually  by 
those  standards.  If  1  were  to  fall  in  love 
with  a  woman  it  would  probably  be  some¬ 


one  who  met  those  standards.  Why  is  it  so 
hard  to  get  away  from  all  that?  What  per¬ 
centage  of  my  ‘suffering’  all  these  years 
has  been  a  result  of  not  measuring  up  to 
that  criterion  of  beauty?  If  men  don’t  like 
the  way  you  look,  they  tell  you  sooner  or 
later.  Women,  on  the  other  hand,  like  you 
despite  how  you  look  for  your  mind,  sense 
of  humor,  etc.,  all  of  what  we  used  to  call 
in  high  school  ‘personality.’  Except  that 
probably  isn’t  true  when  a  physical  attrac¬ 
tion  is  involved.  In  fact,  I  am  sure  it  isn’t 
true. 


December  9.  1970.  There  was  an  interest¬ 
ing  article  in  the  B.U.  News  about  Daugh¬ 
ters  ol  Bilitis  this  week.  In  the  interview, 

M.  said  she  was  in  a  hotel  once  with  a  man 
and  began  to  talk  to  him  about  herself  but 
suddenly  she  realized  there  were  Wi  peo¬ 
ple  in  the  room:  her  and  his  body.  She 
.  says  she  never  tried  to  talk  to  men  after 
that.  Why  didn’t-!  quit  trying  when  1  made 
that  discovery  long  ago? 

December  12.  Her  face  is  small  and  fine. 
Each  feature  Hows  into  the  others  precisely. 
Her  eves  arc  blue  and  crinkle  at  the  cor¬ 
ners.  Curls  of  reddish  blond  hair  cling  to 
the  nape  ol  her  neck.

faire  manner.  That  attitude  and  her 
strength  captivate  me. 

December  14,  1970.  I  am  in  love  with  her, 
but  I  am  afraid  to  write  about  it  much  less 
to  talk  about  it  to  anyone.  And  what  do  I 
do  about  it? 

January  29,  1971.  Touching  her  is  so  easy. 
Why  was  I  so  afraid?  The  feat  was  of  strange 
ness,  the  alien.  Yet  in  fact  the  strangeness 
is  familiarity.  Her  body  is  as  familiar  as  my 
own.  My  fingers  trace  her  curves  and  I 
know  her  as  I  know  myself.  She  melts  into 


me  until  we  reach  a  point,  legs  and  arms 
intertwined,  when  I  can’t  tell  which  is  Irel¬ 
and  which  is  me.  I  touch  her  and  myself 
is  revealed.  Simultaneously  I  know  her.  We 
are  alike  yet  different,  separate  but  similar. 

I  look  into  her  eyes  and  see  my  self.  I  look 
into  her  eyes  and  see  the  world. 

Our  lovemaking  is  easy,  calm,  relaxing. 
We  exist  on  a  continuous  plateau  of  excite¬ 
ment.  a  graph  with  small  upward  and  down¬ 
ward  curves.  We  maintain  a  state  of  exhil¬ 
aration  and  pleasure  for  a  long  time.  We 
don’t  worry  about  orgasms.  They  come. 
Naturally..  1  hey  arc  all  part  of  the  whole 
rather  than  an  entity  unto  themselves. 

With  men  one  wonders.  Will  IT  happen?

Some¬ 
times,  as  we  lie  awake  nights  giggling  into 
the  early  morning  hours,  we’re  teenage 
girlfriends  or  sisters.  Underneath,  over,  and 
around  it  all,  we  are  always  lovers. 

Her  changing  face:  She  sits  at  the  kitchen 
table  her  profile  turned  toward  me. 

“You  have  a  beautiful  face.”  I  tell  her 
often  that  she  is  beautiful,  but  she  doesn’t 
like  to  hear  it. 

“Stop  that.  You’re  crazy,”  she  says. 

I  can’t  stop  it,  for  as  I  look  at  her  chang¬ 
ing  faces  I  am  struck  by  the  beauty  of  each 
one  and  the  multiple  selves  it  portrays. 

But  she  doesn’t  like  the  way  she  looks 
anymore  than  I  like  the  way  I  look.  I  say 
that  even  though  I  don’t  like  my  looks  if 
she  does  it  makes  me  feel  good  and  makes 
me  like  myself  more.  We  both  feel  ugly 
though  we  know  we  are  not.  We  talk  about 
these  things  as  we  lie  awake  nights  whis¬ 
pering  in  the  darkness. 

The  mobility  of  her  face  reflects  her 
changing  moods,  her  complex  character. 
From  certain  angles  she  has  a  classic  Holly¬ 
wood  profile— clean,  straight,  evenly  chis¬ 
eled  lines,  each  feature  flowing  into  the 
next.

their  own  neighborhoods. 

Gay  Health  Night  is  a  clinic  on  Wednes¬ 
day  night.  Instituted  about  three  months 
ago,  Gay  Health  Night  is  co-sponsored  by 
the  Homophile  Community  Health  Service. 
While  most  of  the  patients  thus  far  have 
been  men,  the  people  who  coordinate  Gay 
Health  Night  are  open  to  women  using  the 
clinic  at  that  time.  The  medical  staff  will 
do  pelvic  exams.  For  those  who  feel  more 
comfortable  in  a  totally  Gay  atmosphere, 
Wednesday  night  Gay  clinics  are  a  good 
option.  Because  the  Fenway  Community 
Health  Center  recognizes  the  need  for  Gay 
people  to  get  sympathetic  quality  medical 
care,  Gay  Health  Night  is  open  to  anyone. 

The  Fenway  Community  Health  Center 
is  a  particularly  good  example  of  what  a 
good  neighborhood  clinic  can  be.  It  is  res¬ 
ponsive  to  the  needs  of  all  the  people  in  the 
Fenway  area,  including  the  elderly.  Prob¬ 
ably  not  all  neighborhood  clinics  are  as 
sensitive  to  the  health  needs  of  a  gay  peo¬ 
ple  (lesbians  in  particular)  as  the  FCHC. 


But  neighborhood  clinics  can  be  more  con¬ 
venient,  less  expensive  and  more  congenial 
than  either  private  medical  care  or  hospital 
clinics. 

With  the  support  of  each  of  us,  the  clin¬ 
ics  and  health  centers  in  our  neighborhood 
can  become  aware  of  and  responsive  to  our 
health  care  needs.

At  those  times  she  is  playful  and  whimsi¬ 
cal,  mischievous.  Late  at  night  in  bed 
naked  in  the  candlelight  or  the  glow  from 
the  streetlights  she  looks  like  a  young 
Katherine  Hepburn. 

She  doesn’t  believe  that  and  says,  any¬ 
way,  that  she  doesn’t  know  what  Kather¬ 
ine  Hepburn  looked  like  when  she  was 
young. 

“Like  you,”  I  say.  Ruddy,  strong,  heal¬ 
thy,  with  character.  Reddish  hair  tousled 
by  fingers  that  stroke  through  it  as  she 
talks  not  caring  if  it  looks  disheveled.

again,”  she  murmurs 

February  15,  1971.  We’re  in  love  and  we 
know  it.  I  know  it  more  than  she  because 
it’s  the  first  time  I’ve  ever  been  in  love  with 
a  woman  and  the  wonder  of  love  is  multf 
plied  by  the  wonder  of  the  strange  new  ex¬ 
perience.  I  don’t  want  the  wonder  to  ever 
leave  or  her  face  to  ever  change.  When  she 
got  new  different  glasses  last  week  I  was 
upset.  I  try  to  stop  time,  to  arrest  change. 

I  want  us  to  stay  as  we  are.  I  am  insecure 
and  fearful,  exuberant  but  afraid.  Afraid 
that  she’ll  leave  me,  that  things  will  stop 
being  so  wonderful.  Happiness  is  like  a  glass 
flower. 

March,  1971.  She  is  sprayed  out  like  a  star 
across  the  bed  and  I  want  to  etch  her  al¬ 
ways  in  that  abandoned  state  like  a  figure 
in  Steuben  glass.  But  time  passes.  She 
arises  in  a  mood  of  depression.  She  lashes 
out  at  me.  We  were  happy  and  now  she  is 
sad.

She  won’t  say,  but  I  know.  She  wanted 
to  be  free  and  she  feels  tied  down,  now,  by 
love.  Our  lives  have  changed,  and  she  does¬ 
n’t  like  all  the  changes. 

Later  on  she  says  she’s  sorry,  that  she 
didn't  mean  to  hurt  me.  But  I  know  that 
no  matter  how  depressed  the  mood  that 
gave  birth  to  those  words,  there’s  truth  in 
them.

Ban  On  Wearing  Garb  of 
Opposite  Sex  Ended 

[New  York  Times,  July  21,  1974] 

SAN  FRANCISCO,  July  20-(AP)-It  is 
now  legal  here  for  men  to  dress  like  women 
and  women  to  dress  like  men. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  scrapped 
six  laws  that  they  said  were  no  longer  en¬ 
forced,  including  one  that  forbids  people  to 
wear  clothes  of  the  opposite  sex  with  intent 
to  deceive. 

The  Board  also  struck  down  a  law  against 
advertising  abortions,  lewd  literature  and 
cures  for  venereal  disea-se. 

Supervisor  Peter  Tamaras  said  that  some 
of  the  laws  were  clearly  unconstitutional 
and  that  the  police  were  not  enforcing  them. 

My  Answer,  by  Billy  Graham 

[The  Sun,  Lewiston,  Maine,  Aug.  22,  1974 ] 

When  I  was  a  little  girl,  my  mother 
talked  a  great  deal  about  homosexuality.  I 
suppose  she  did  it  to  warn  us  about  normal 
sex.  Now  I  have  children  of  my  own,  but 
1  have  a  great  fear  of  speaking  about  per¬ 
version.  How  old  should  children  be  to  learn 
of  these  things? -M.E.G. 

The  wisdom  writer,  Solomon,  left  us 
these  words  in  Proverbs  22:6:  “Train  up  a 
child  in  the  way  he  should  go,  and  when  he 
is  old,  he  will  not  depart  from  it.” 

In  the  matter  you  raise,  the  important 
phrase  is,  “the  way  he  should  go.”  In  He¬ 
brew,  it  is  literally  “initiate  a  child  in  ac¬ 
cordance  with  his  way.”  Obviously,  chil¬ 
dren  mature  at  different  rates  and  to  dif¬ 
ferent  degrees.  A  wise  parent  recognizes 
individual  differences  and  inclinations.  In 
matters  of  sex  education,  the  parent  should 
try  to  keep  pace  with  the  child’s  awareness 
and  capacity.  To  be  ahead  or  behind  in  this 
is  to  be  inadequate,  if  not  harmful. 

Homosexuality,  although  much  more 
accepted  and' even  endorsed  by  some  in  our 
society,  yet  remains  Biblically  a  perversion 
to  be  judged  of  God.  Romans  1 :28  brands 
it  as  a  thing  "not  natural.” 

You  need  not  fear  discussion  perversion, 
as  long  as  the  correct  view  is  presented 
simply  and  effectively.  The  more  informed 
children  are,  the  less  likely  to  fall  into 
trouble.

A— Tell  your  stepsister  very  clearly  that 
yoit  are  not  interested  in  her  way  of  life, 
and  that  she  must  leave  you  alone. 

If  she  doesn’t,  go  to  your  parents  with 
the  facts,  whether  you  want  to  or  not.  This 
is  not  a  situation  in  which  you  should  hesi¬ 
tate  to  shock  someone  and  hurt  feelings  if 
necessary  to  protect  yourself.

This  month  I  return  to  the  classroom 
after  a  year’s  leave  of  absence.  In  addition 
to  my  usual  responsibilities  of  teaching, 
researching,  counseling  and  university  serv¬ 
ice,  I  now  must  wrestle  with  the  question 
of  where  my  responsibilities  may  lie  as  a 
gay  academic. 

For  some, this  question  is  rather  easily  - 
answered.  “Come  out,”  they  say,  in  spite 
of  the  risks  (which  in  my  case  would  be 
minimal).  Develop  a  gay  studies  course, 
shift  your  research  to  gay-oriented  topics, 
become  the  unofficial  counselor  to  gay  stu¬ 
dents,  convince  deviant  behaviour  classes 
of  the  power  of  positive  thinking,  and  so 
forth.  In  short,  start  raising  eyebrows  or 
consciousness, or  Hell,  as  may  be  individual¬ 
ly  or  severally  appropriate  to  your  respect¬ 
ive  campus. 

A  few  of  these  and  other  interesting  ac¬ 
tivities  are  justified  in  cognitive  terms, 
mostly  involving  claims  of  omission  or  dis¬ 
tortion  in  other  scholarly  contexts.  Others 
appeal  to  one’s  professional  responsibili¬ 
ties  in  the  face  of  alleged  discrimination  in 
hiring  and  promotion  on  grounds  other  tlun 
scholarly  potential  or  performance.  But  the 
most  common  justification  appears  to  be  a 
felt  need  for  “gay  visibility”  in  the  univer¬ 
sity,  both  to  modify  attitudes  and  behavior 
among  students  and  colleagues,  and  to  pro¬ 
vide  homosexual  students  with  some  kind 
of  “role  model.” 


It  is  not  at  all  clear  to  me  what  its  pro¬ 
ponents  mean  by  the  high-sounding  phrase 
“role  model.”  If  it  means  to  attract  more 
prospective  Ph.D.s  into  the  liberal  arts  dis¬ 
ciplines,  the  continuing- Ph.D.  glut,  antici¬ 
pated  cutbacks  in  college  teaching  positions 
and  the  declining  birth  rate  are  powerful 
arguments  against  it,  whether  the  students 
involved  are  straight  or  gay. 

Conversely,  if  to  be  a  role  model  means 
to  serve  as  the  pattern  of  a  gay  life-style,  I 
have  further  personal  and  professional  res¬ 
ervations.  The  underlying  assumption,  that 
twenty-year-olds  get  their  ideas  about  liappj 
sexual  relationships  from  their  professors,  . 
gay  or  straight,  is  simply  ludicrous.  Both 
my  general  knowledge  of  the  literature  on 
student  values  and  my  few  conversations 
with  gay  undergraduates  on  the  subject 
lead  me  to  believe  that  for  professors  to 
impose  themselves  on  students  in  such  a 
role  is  neither  particularly  wanted  by  most 
students  nor  effective  among  them. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  efectiveness  and 
legitimate  influence  of  Professor  Gay  be¬ 
gins  when  “he”  (substitute  “she”  as  ap¬ 
propriate)  is  a  together  person,  not  because 
lie’s  wearing  his  gay  merit  badge  but  be¬ 
cause,  being  gay,  lie’s  accepted  himself 
without  making  a  big  thing  of  it.  Beyond 
that,  his  value  as  a  model  remains  that  of 
any  good  citizen  of  “the  Republic  of  Let¬ 
ters.”  It  accrues  to  the  degree  that  he  is  fair-

minded,  knowledgeable,  constantly  learn¬ 
ing,  clearly  cares  deeply  about  his  teaching, 
is  potentially  open  to  all  students  and  not 
just  a  special  constitutency. 

There  are  more  indirect  but  no  less  ef¬ 
fective  ways  of  letting  one’s  gay  together¬ 
ness  play  upon  one’s  role  as  a  scholar- 
teacher.  Beginning  my  twelfth  year  of  col¬ 
lege  and  university  teaching,  I  reflect  on 
the  thousand-year-old  words  of  Constantine 
Cephalas,  preserved  for  us  in  the  Anthologia 
Graecia:  “As  1  warm  to  my  task  of  teaching 
youth  with  learned  fervor,  eagerly  I  touch 
first  upon  love,  for  it  is  love  that  first  ex¬ 
cites  a  boy  to  lift  the  burning  torch.”

grapher?  How  often  do  we  ask  to  see  peo¬ 
ple’s  genitals  in  order  to  determine  their 
gender?  As  a  preoperative  transsexual,  I  am 
simply  a  woman  to  the  employer  who  dis¬ 
criminates  against  me  or  to  the  man  who 
verbally  or  physically  assaults  me. 

Even  on  a  physical  level,  why  define  my 
sex  on  the  basis  of  my  genitals— maybe  5% 
of  my  body— rather  than  by  my  breasts, 
my  body  contours,  my  overall  sensuality? 
When  I  embrace  with  another  woman-emo- 
tionally  and  sometimes  physically  (although 
nongenitally)--that  is  Lesbianism.  Let  me 
be  judged  by  the. depth  and  sincerity  of  my 
love,  not  by  the  fact  that  at  this  point  in 
time  I  cannot  express  this  love  genitally. 
Let’s  all  get  away  from  the  male  pig  trip 
of  limiting  love  and  feeling  to  a  small  area 
between  the  legs. 

Penis/vagina  polarization  is  not  a  femin¬ 
ist  achievement— it  is  the  essence  of  patri¬ 
archal  oppression.  Nowadays  even  estab¬ 
lishment  sex  researchers  and  psychologists 
have  accepted  the  fact  that  sex  and  gender 
are  complex  and  sometimes  ambiguous 
things.  As  one  who  naturally  had  male 
genitals  but  female  secondary  sex  charac¬ 
teristics,  I  have  learned  this  first  hand!  I 
urge  the  author  to  read  some  straight  medi¬ 
cal  literature  on  hermaphrodism,  inter¬ 
sexuality,  and  gender  identity  development 
—it  shames  melo  see  liberal  males  like  John 
Money  and  Robert  Stoller  show  more  under¬ 
standing  and  compassion  than  some  of  my 
Lesbian  sisters. 

As  Eugene  V.  Debs  said,  while  there  is 


one  person  in  prison,  none  of  us  are  really 
free.  Conflicts  about  transsexualism  will 
continue  in  the  Lesbian  movement,  like 
labor  pains,  until  they  are  concluded  by 
the  birth  of  a  new  and  freer  human  sexu¬ 
ality.
